Mg&ORANDUM FOR THE RECORD 

SUBJECT i Conversation with Hr* Burton Berry of 

the State Department, 19 September 1951 • 


1. In accordance with a telephone request, I called on Hr. 
Berry of the Department of state on 19 September 1951. dr. Berry 
asked whether I had seen King Zog recently and brought up the sub- 
ject of visas for Zog'e sisters, whom the King would like to bring 
to the United States when he oeoupiee the house which be hee re- 
cently bought on long Island. He mentioned that he thought It 
would be a nice gesture and a useful thing if we, i.e. ore, were 
to try to help the King in securing the necessary visas for ths 
sisters end stated that he quite agreed with own views on ths 
subjsot. Us reo amended that I take the matter up with SB in the 
Department and asked ms whom I would propose to deal with a a this 
subject. When I mentioned Joint Campbell, be indicated his agree- 
ment that Campbell is the best man to approach and said that if I 
desired his support, he would be glad to give it. 

2. Hr. Berry then said he had recently seen hr. Yisolaxm 
and that the latter had mentioned the fact that other national 
committees within which rift* had developed ware receiving aid 
from the Rational Committee for free Europe end that It would seem 
only fair if the R u m ani a n Committee could be treated in the same 
w*y. Hr* Berry pointed out that he was inclined to sympathise with 
itr. Viaoianu's views that both the King and the Rumanian National 
Committee could be very useful to us some day and that he did not 
feel at all sure that the National Committee for free Europe is 
handling the Rumanian Committee in the right wgj r. 1 explained to 
Mr. 8«ny that within the HCFS there were people who were on ex- 
cellent terns with ths rival Rumanian organisation and that I felt 
that the influence of these people was probably in part responsible 
for the manner in which the question had bean handled in the pest. 

I then mentioned the fact that the NCFB is renewing its efforts to 
bring about some sort of amicable sett lem e n t between the rival 
groups and that it was ay understanding that C. D. Jackson is plan- 
ning to extend an invitation to Mr* Visoisnu and one or two other 
members of ths Rumanian Committee to attend a dinner in New York 
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at which Jackson and several members of the Association of Free 
Romanians would be present, with a view to exjOoring once more the 
possibilities for a rapprochement. I also told Mr. Berry that I 
indicated to Hr. Vlsoianu the other day that should he be ap- 
proached by the RCFB in the near future, he should examine their 
proposal* with an open mind and in the cooperative spirit end 
should net as sum a stubborn attitude. Hr. Berry stated that he 
wee greatly interested in the Ru mani a n problem because of his own 
past oo enactions with that country end that he would like to keep 
in touch with the matter, although it was not his direct respon- 
sibility. He stated, that he felt his experience could possibly be 
useful to us and ha also added that should it ever besom desirable* 
he would be prepared to talk with Mr. Crew in regard to Rumanian 
matters and try to explain the position of people like Mr. Devilla 
in the proper perspective. I thanked Mr. Berry for hi* interest 
and told him that we are always pleased to have a ehanee to discuss 
Rumanian matters with him end to benefit by his experience and from 
his vims.
